Disappointment of The Tem- 
perance Peopla 

The new book of stalala tows adopted 

by the last Legislature has just been re- 
ceived in Danville and no sooner than it 
had arrived, lawyers diseovarad that the 
alleged stringent local option law is load- 
ed to the guards and is a snare and a 
delusion of the paiast ray seraaa. 

This will be a great diMktpointment to 
the temperance people, as they were 
of the opinion that the last Legislature 
was dominated overwhelmingly by tern 
perance leaders, but the law in reality 
deals a severe blow to the temperance 
cause, inasmuch as liquor in quantity, 
Trom a pint to a hundred barrels, may 
be shipped from Lawrenoeburg, Lexing- 
ton, Somerset or any other point to Dan 
ville or any other dry territory. 

Absolutely the only provision in the 
law regarding the shipmenl Is that the 
package staining same must be mark- 
ed "for personal use." 

Under the old law an individual could 
not have over a gallon of liquor shipped 
and that must come from outside the 
State. The new Uw kills the effects of 
the Natloaal Webb law, if thero to any 
merit in that law. However, it is gen- 
erally conceded tbat the Webb tow is 
praetieaUy wUhoat affaat so fur aa tha 
suppr owto a of tha mlm of liquor to aa»> 
cerned. 

In Covinftoa the whtoky firm of Krig 

ler & Krigler attpmpied to ship eight 
quarts of liquor to a man in Wiiiiaju 
barg. In Whitley eoaaty. The Adams 
Express Company refused to accept the 
shipment, claiming it would l>e illegal. 
Under the new looal eptioB tow tha whto- 
ky firm filed proceedings in the circuit 
court before Judge Tracy to compel the 
Express Oempaay to aaaept aad Mivar 
the liquor, although the shipment was 
to take place wholly in the Stale of Ken- 
taaky. Jadga Tia^ d eei d ed la Ihvar ef 
the whisky firm and the Express Com- 
pany was forced to accept the shipment 
afUqaartaOwiagtoaaaddaltoar to la 
the consignee la WiiltaaMtaHlff.'— Jlan- 
ville Advocate.
